'O true American can reflect, with anydegieeof 


complacency, upon the fact that there are two 


places in the United States which are held by the 
troops of Great Britain. Yet such is the case—a 
tract in Alaska as large as the States of New Jersey 
and Connecticut, upon which British troops have 
held sway against the protest of almost every citi- 
zen of the United States in Alaska. 
Officers of our 


government in Alaska have sent burning letters to 
Secretary Hay and President Roosevelt demanding 
that action be taken to remove the British troops 
from our soil, but not a word of encouragement is 
heard from Washington, notwithstanding the oft 
repeated charge that certain authorities are paid 
good British gold to let the British rule territory 
which the United States bought from Russia. 


The other British post is at Tort Chalmette in 


Louisiana, where for .two years the British have 
had a receiving depot, for recruits, horses, mules, 
ammunition and weapons, and this depot is main- 
tained in defiance o»'certain statutes of our country. 
The British keep their flags flying over a large 
tract of land at Port Chalmette and they guard their 
property with uniformed British soldiers and rule 
the olacc as an integral part of the British soil. 
Several <Veserters have been obligingly hauled back 
by American officers and of course at~the expense 
of American taxpayers. 
A large number of Amer- 


icans have been tolled to the stockade as mule driv- 
ers and laborers about the place'and have.been 
shipped off on transports and compelled to fight the 
Boers. It is an undisputed fact that petitions in 
behalf of one hundred and eigteen of these kidnap- 
ped Americans have been on file with John Hay 
for months, and bets are freely made that he has 
not, and will not do anything in the matter. 
That 


is the kind of men that are running this alleged 
Uncle Sam's government. 


We wish that our space would permit us to give 


in full an editorial from the London Mirror of the 
Day, in which the boast is made that the British re- 
cruiting camp is on the site of the battle ground, 
"on which our land and sea forces fought the battle 
of New Orleans, which resulted in a draw, but, 
which the Yankees have claimed as about the only 
victory they won in the land fights of the war of 
1812." The paper refers derisively to the unfin- 
ished monument to the memory of General Jackson 
near the British military depot at Port Chalmette, 
and says: "The Yaifkees collected about a thou- 
sand pounds for the monument, and of which more 
than one-half was stolen, as is the case of nearly all 
Yankee enterprises of the sort, and the project af- 
terwards languished." 
Pleasant reading for Amer- 


icans, isn't it? But who can blame the British 
writer for his contemptuous sayings, in the face of 
the facts above presented?

Snowfall Report. 


Following is the snowfall bulletin 


for March Issued by the Nevada sec- 
tion of the Weather Bureau: 


The unusually light snowfall during 


December, January and the first half 
of February caused considerable anx- 
iety among fanners and stockmen 
throughout the State over the pros- 
pects of a short water supply during 
the coming summer, but the heavy 
storms durUig the later part of Feb- 
ruary and the first decade of March 
deposited vast quantities of snow in the 
several ranges and settled the water 
question for the coming- season to the 
entire satisfaction of all concerned, 
cool weather prevailed throughout the 
month, which was very favorable for 
the retention of the snow in the higher 
mountains. At the close of March the 
stock of snow in the several ranges 
was about the same as at the corres- 
ponding date of 1901. 


The majority of correspondents are of 


the opinion that the water supply will 
be equally as good, if not somewhat 
better, than last season.

Pupils of Reno Schools 


Who Have Merited 


Mention. 


To the Honorable Board of School 


Trustees, Gentlemen: 
I present here- 


with my report for the school month 
ending April 11, 1902: 


The attendance has not yet reach- 


ed the normal since the smallpox and 
scarlet fever scares, though a gradual 
return of the pupils who left eix weeks 
ago is in progress. 
Every care has 


been exercised to protect the health 
of all in attendance. In the past four 
weeks only eight cases of scarlet fe- 
ver have occurred 
among over 800 


school children, and most of these are 
now recovered. 
• 


This is a very encouraging condi- 


tion, but constant vigilance on the part 
of parents and teachers, in addition 
to the skill of the medicsfl fraternity 
will be necessary as long as there Is 
a case of scarlet fever In the town. 


Teachers and pupils have taken a 


most commendable interest this year 
in school ground improvements. Sev- 
eral plots adjoining the high school 
building have been put under cultiva- 
tion and neat and substantial fences 
have been put about them. 
A large 


amount of work has been done by the 
boys in spading up, haulng soil, dig- 
ging- post holes and In helping to put 
up the fences—all of which was done 
voluntarily and without charge. And 
the boys and girls have contributed to 
the work, the sum of $27.05. The im- 
provements just made have been sadly 
needed ever since the central building 
was erected and the teachers and pu- 
pils in undertaking them and carrying 
them to a successful issue, have shown 
admirable school patriotism.
